ESTONIAN INDUSTRIAL COOPERATIVE NETWORK EXPANDS — Sovetskaya Estonlya, No 227, 

2k Sep 48 

Nearly 1,000 persons have "become members of Industrial cooperative artels 
in Estonian SSR during the present year. Fourteen new artels have teen started 
in Tallin and in Tartu, Vil'yandi, and Khar'yuekiy uyezds. Recently an artel- 
combine began operations in Kokhtla-Yarve. 

Many artels are expanding their production. During the past 3 months 113 
new shops were equipped and put into operation under the direction of artels. 

LITHUANIAN LIGHT INDUSTRY FAILS TO REDUCE PRODUCTION COSTS — Sovetskaye Litva, 

No 221, 1? Sep 48 

The enterprises of the textile, swing, and kivVfctiag trusta> and the leather 
and shoe trust of the Minictiy of Light Industry (Minister, Tereshin), Lithuanian 
SSB. have suffered losses in the first half of 19’+8 amounting to 4.7 million rubles 
above plan, and exceeded their payroll finds by 5,977,000 rubles.

Ac P„ Reznik, Deputy -Chairman of the Administration of Industrial Coopera- 
tives of the Council of Ministers, Moldavian SSR, reported at a recent all -re public 
conference of industrial cooperative workers that the 190 industrial cooperative 
enterprises of the Moldavian SSR, which produce construction materials and con- 
sumer goods, are not fulfilling the plan and have serious deficiencies In their 
work. Industrial cooperatives fulfilled the production plan of only 8 out of 30 
chief products and 59 artels did not fulfill the plan for assortment of goods - 


In 191*8, industrial cooperatives fell short of the State plan by 1*1* million 
rubles. A. Medrish, Chairman of the Kishinevakiy Rayon Consumers ' Union, and 
L. Rodin, Chief of the Procurement Division in thq Industrial Cooperative Adminis- 
tration, reported at the conference that there must be radical reorganization in 
the work of industrial artels if they are to meet their obligations. P. F. 
Chermitekly, Deputy-Secretary of Industry in the TeK EP(b) Moldavian SSR also 
addressed the conference. 


MDXDAVIAH ARTKIS MEET PLANS — Sovetekaya Moldaviya, No 19 29 Sep 1*8 


The following industrial cooperative artels have fulfilled their 191*8 
production plans: '''.imeni Timoshenko, ’‘Krasnaya Zvezda , " imeni Frunze, the 
Kishinev Intprrayon Industrial Union, "Novaya Zhizn*, M and "Metallist" of the 
BeL*ty Interrayon Industrial Union. Ariel imeni Timoshenko turned out 2 1*0,500 
rubles 1 worth of commodities, or 120 percent of the 191*8 plan, and Artel imeni 
Frunze 1 *25,700 rubles’ worth of commodities, or 103 percent of the 191*8 plan. 

The "Dneatr" Artel of the Soroky Interrayon Industrial Union and "Kuetshveyprom" 
(Domestic Sewing Industry) Artel of the Tiraspol* Interrayon Industrial Union 
have also completed their year plans. 


ARMENIAN INDUSTRIAL COOPERATIVES CRITICIZED - Kcmmuni«t, No 215, 1° Sep 1*8 


At a meeting of the party organization in the Administration of Industrial 
Cooperatives under the Council of Ministers, Armenian SSR, the Administration 
was severely criticized for failing to adjust itself successfully to the new 
problems resulting from abolition of the rationing system. Only 95*9 percent 
of the gross production plan of the industrial cooperatives of the Republic for 
the first 7 months of 1948 and 38.7 percent of the plan for assortment of goods 
were completed. A large amount of finished goods h^e piled up in che warehouses 
of industrial cooperatives and cannot be disposed of because of Its poor quality, 
labor productivity has decreased in the artels. 


KAZAKH TRADE SYSTEM EXPANDS — Kazakhetanekayn Latviya, No I92, 26 Sep 1*8 


Consumers’ cooperatives in the Kazakh SSR have opened 1*27 stores and 
stalls since the government decree on development of cooperative trade in 
cities and workers’ settlements. These steves trade in Alma-Ata, Karaganda, 
Temir-Tau, Balkhash, Leninogcrsk, Semipalatinsk, and other industrial centers 
of the Republic. Cooperative organizations have purchased from kolkhoz workers 
197 million rubles of various agricultural products since the beginning of 
191*8, including 76,200 centners of meat, 10,000 centners of fish, and 9,175 
centners of sugar. Development of cooperative trads has aided in lovering^prices 
in the markets. The Kazakh Consumer s' Union plans uo open 60 additional stores 
and stalls by the end of the year. 
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IVANOVO TEXTILE INDUSTRY SHOWS GOOD RESULTS -- Fravda Vosxoka, No 194, 29 Sep 48 

Ivanovo Oblast textile industry pledged to complete the 1943 plan early, to 
turn out 27,976,00-0 Lie tors of unbleached cloth and 21 million meters of finished 
fabrics, and to reduce production costs 80 million rubles. Textile workers of 
Ivanovo Oblast have already produced 3,900 tone of cotton yam, 25,335,000 
meters of unbleached cloth, and 21,431,000 meters of finished cotton fabrics, 

Ivanovo Oblast textile industry conserved. 1,117 tons of cotton and 285 tons of 
yarn and lowered production costs 90 million rubles in 7 months. Textile fac- 
tories undertook additional obligation^ to economize an extra 348 tons of cotton 
and 136 tons of yam and to produce an additional million meters of cloth by 
the end of 1948. 

The Ivanovo Miscellaneous Goode Combine, Factory imenl Varentsom, Ehctory imeni 
0 Marta, "Kr&snyy Prof intern,*' the Shuysko -Taz insk iy Combine, the Xr&snovolga 
Combine, and the Teykovo Combine are the leading textile establishments of this 
region. 

KEV CONSUMER GO0I6 PLANT PLANNED -- Kommunist, No 212, 7 Sep 48 

Construction of a plant producing such consumer goods as kerosene stoves, 
hand mills, kitchen stoves, iron stoves, and metal benches is planned in the 
settlement of Elrza. The plant will turn out one million rubles’ worth of com- 
modities annually. Construction will begin soon, and the plant is to be put into 
operation in the second quarter 1949* 

ACCESSORY PLANT EXCEEDS PLAN FOB FOOTWEAR INDUSTRY -- Sovetskaya Iatviya No 225, 

22 Sep 48 

The "Tsentlba” Accessory Factory (director, Groblis) recently completed the 
1948 plan and pledged to produce an additional 760,000 rubles’ worth of goods 
for the footwear industry by the end of 1948. In the past 8 monthy, production 
costs dropped 37 percent over the 9 percent prescribed by the plan, and savings 
totaled 600,000 rubles, 100,000 rubles more than fores sen by the plan. 
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
